Bespmuiblllty for the Attack on th

SANTIAGO, Chili, Oct. 39 —This city is In 


• fever of excitement, caused by a report 
that tha Chilian legation at Washington 
bad keen attacked. The government yes- 
terday replied to United States Minister 
Egan's demand for reparation for the re- 
oent attack upon the United States steam- 
ship Baltimore's orew. It Is s refusal to 
accept responsibility for tbe affair. Min- 
ister Sgan has notified the state depart- 
ment at Washington, and last night was 
consulting with Consul McCreery and 
Captain Schley. Decisive action Is looked 
for very quickly. The authorities of Val- 
paraiso have gone so far ae to refuse to 
guarantee the safety of market boats 
coming to the city from the United States 
warship Baltimore, or the safety ot offi- 
cers of that vessel coming ashore at night. 
Minister Egan, it Is said, has notified his 
government that the crew of the Balti- 
more are practically boycotted, and no 
American sailors are permitted to land at 
thliport. It is understood that Minister 
Egan expressed much surprise at the 
very strong language ic which the Chilian 
government's reply Is couched. 


THE WASHINGTON END. 


A Correipondet Who Doesn't Seem to

Alleged Talk of Blalne and Montt. 
Don Pedro Montt had a talk with Sea 


rotary Blilne yesterday, and the wiseacres 
say that Montt expressed mortification at 
the recent occurrence at Valparaiso. He 
felt authorized to say that if the facts 
concerning the attack were as stated Chili 
would disavow the acts of those who com- 
mitted the assault upon the American 
sailors. Not an official in Chill, he said, 
could have sympathized with the attack 
upon unarmed American sailors, and he 
hoped soon to bring to Mr. Blaine a dis- 
patch from his government which would 
prove entirely satisfactory. 


The Fresh Mr. Foster.

It is stated 
that he attempted to make himself a 
member of the conference.

Tie Detroit Sillies Off the Wajs Into 


the Embrace of Old Ocean. 


BALTIMOHE, Oct. 89.--The steel crnisei 


Detroit, the largest vessel ever constructed 
In a Baltimore shipyard, was launched 
from the Columbia Iron works at 3.40 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. She slid into 
the water gracefully and without a hitch. 
The Detroit presented a beautiful appear- 
ance lying on the ways, gaily bedecked 
with bunting. From her bow flew the 
union jack, and at the stern the American 
colors were proudly unfurled to the 
breeze. A rope was stretched twenty feet 
above the deck from bow to stern, and the 
colors making up the international code 
of signals were floating from it, reaching 
the entire length of the rope. At the bow 
of Uncle Sam's new vessel a stand was 
erected for the use of the little sponsor, 
Florence N. Malster, the 4-year-old daugh- 
ter of the president of the Columbian Iron 
works, and her attendants 


Description or the Ve»iel. 


The sides of the stand were hid from 


view by tho flags of various nations grace- 
fully drooped. Until the last minute It was 
expected that Secretary Tracy and other 
heads of departments would arrive from 
Washington to witness tha launch. They 
did not, however, put in an appearance. 
There was a gieat crowd present, who 
cheered the handsome vessel as she left 
the ways. The Detroit is one of three sis- 
ter ships ot 3,000 tons each for which bids 
were accepted in November, 1W9 
She is 


2S7 feet on. the load water line, 35Ji feet 
beam and has a mean normal draught of 
14Kfeet. 
Her guaranteed speed is 17 


knots, but if 18 knots are made on the 
trial trip $100,000 additional will be paid. 
She will cost $700.000. 


A Craft That Cannot Be Sunk. 


Tha Detroit boa what is termed an open 


gun-deck, the poop and forecastle decks 
being connected by a bridge extending fore 
an aft. There is extended through the 
principal part of the vessel a center-line 
vertical bulkhead, which not only helos 
to support the water-tight deck, but adds 
great strength, or "backbone," to the ves- 
sel. It also divides the vessel into water- 
tight compartments. Especially interest- 
ing is the coffer-dam protection along the 
entire machinery space, to be filled with 
"cellulose," a preparation of cocoannt 
husk fibres, which renders a vessel prac- 
tically iinsinkable. 


Busy at Brooklyn Navy Yard. 


New YORK, Oct. S9 —Everybody is busy 


•t the Brooklyn navy yard. Early yester- 
day morn ing the Chicago, Hear Admiral 
John G. Walker's flagship, with the rear 
admiral in command, arrived at the yard 
and applied for a board of survey to see 
what repairs she needed to fit her for sea. 
The board will examine the Chicago to- 
day, and it is expected that by the first of 
next week word will be received to pmce 
her also on a war footing. In fact, all 
possible haste is being made on the part 
of the Brooklyn navy yard officials to 
place the Atlanta, Bennmgton, Concord, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, and Petrel, the 
six cruisers, in a sea-going condition. 
The Petrel will be ready to sail on Satur- 
day.

Confirmed by Later New*, 


LONDON, Oct. 29.—A private telegram 


dated Hiogo, received In this city last 
night, confirms the report conveyed In 
former telegrams that a disastrous earth- 
quake uhock had occurred In Japan. This 
telegram says that a severe chock was ex- 
perienced at Oskaka, and that the destruc- 
tion of life and property was very; great. 
So severe was the shock that a number of 
houses were thrown to the ground, and 
many of the occupants were caught in the 
falling buildings and crushed todaath. 


Three Bundred Dead In Oikaka. 


The report that 300 wera killed at Os- 


kaka is also confirmed, and their names 
are on the death list. A large number of 
persons succeeded in escaping from their 
tottering homes only to meet death in the 
streets to which they had fled for safety 
from the falling debris. There is no 
means at present of estimating the total 
ioss oE life. Details are still meagre ow- 
ing to the destruction of telegraph wires. 


Locality of the Cataitrophe. 


The seaport Hiogo has an extensive for- 


e'gD|and coastwise trade and a population 
In 1884,of about 40,00(1. Oskaka is also on the 
island of Hondo and on the sea, thirty- 
seven miles southwest of Eisto, to! which 
place, as well as to Hiogo and Kobe, rail- 
ways have been built. Oskaka haftk large 
foreign trade, arsenals, a great J castle, 
machine shops, a city hall, a mint; a col- 
lege and an academy, and is traversed by 
canals over which are more than 1,100 
bridges, some of them of iron. The city 
has many theaters and other places of 
amusement, and it also has 1.900 places of 
worship. In point of size It is the third 
or fourth city in Japan, but in social af- 
fairs, fashion, commerce and Industry It 
takes the first rank. Oskaka has five 
newspapers and hundreds of schools. 


FIGHTING RENEWED AT CORK. 


Chilian Cepreientatlvas at th* Capital 


Very Defiant. 


NEW YOBK. Oct. 29.—It the feeling of the 


Chilian representatives In this city is a 
reflex ot the sentiment entertained by their 
countryman against the United States, 
then the outrage committed at Valparaiso 
can be understood, telegraphs a Washing- 
ton correspondent to his paper. While 
diplomacy places the seal of secrecy upon 
their official lips, in ordinary conversation 
the bitter denunciations of our govern- 
ment crop out. I visited the legation to 
ascertain if the visit of Ssnor Montt to 
the state department was Indicative of a 
more cordial feeling between the two 
countries and the beginning of the end of 
the present bad feeling. 


A Decidedly Hostile Spirit. 


I was Informed that as this government 
ss apparently running things to suit 
UeU, I would have to look to the state 
department for Information. The spirit 
hat predominates at the Chilian legation 
Is not one calculated to bring about the 
entente cordiale with Chill. According 
o the idea as expressed by Mr. Julio Fos- 
ter, the United States has been playing 
the part of a tyrant It Is charged by him 
that she has violated the principles of 
neutrality ever since Secretary Foster 
ordered the Itaca to be held at the port of 
Ian Diego. The legation has on file some 
Ifteen charges against this government, 
ranging from the alleged partiality of 
Minister Egan to Balniacadit, to the as- 
sertion that Admiral Brown had the 
searchlight of the Baltimore turned on 
the bay at Valparaiso to prevent the tor- 
ttdo boats of the insurgents fr-m doing 
their work.

The president received 
the gentlemen very courteously and 
stated that he was very familiar with the 
subject and would give the matter his 
earnest consideration.

When he heard the result 
he slapped his lawyer on the back and 
said: "Good! Good! Good! I didn't want 
the newspaper's mouev, but I sought vin- 
dication. This I got." The Pioneer Press 
editor has been attacking me with most 
evident malice for twenty-five years, and 
this squares accounts. 


Charred Him with Fiaelarlim. 


Judge Flandrean,who summed npfor The 
Pioneer Press, was very rough on the sage 
of Nininger. He said: "Why. 'Atlantis' 
is the worst plagiarism a man could 
write.

WHERE THE PASTEUR CURE FAILED. 


A Locomotive Engineer Dlefl of Hydro- 


phobia After Treatment. 


COLOMBIA, S. C., Oct. 28.—On the morn- 


ing of Aug C Robert D. Morton, a well- 
known engineer on the Richmond and 
Danville road, was bitten by a mad-dog, 
and twenty five hours thereafter he was 
among the patients of the Pasteur insti- 
tute in New York city. He was inocu- 
lated twice daily for fifteen days, when he 
was discharged as cured. He returned at 
once to this city and resumed his duties. 
Last Friday night, while on his engine, 
he was attacked by severe pains in his 
side where he had been Inoculated, and 
was at once taken home. 


During Saturday morning and evening 


he showed every symptom of hydrophobia, 
and a white froth fell constantly from his 
lips. This froth turned to a greenish 
color as the end approached, and at 6 
o'clock Sunday morning he died in hor- 
rible agony. Morton was 30 years old and 
leaves a widow and four small children. 
The family and friends severely condemn 
the treatment of the Pasteur institute, 
and it is stated that the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers Intends to take offi- 
cial notice of the case.

GUARDSMEN AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 
General Mile* Wanti 100,000 In Camp 


During 1893. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—At a meeting of na- 


tional guardsmen from all parts of the 
country here yesterday and presided over 
by Judge Adams, of Arkansas, a member 
of the national committee on ceremonies, 
General Miles, who has been detailed by 
the secretary of war to take charge of the 
military features of the World's fair, sug- 
gested that during the exposition two big 
encampments should be held in Chicago. • 
Far the dedicatory ceremonies in 1893, he 
proposed an encampment ot 10,000 or 15- 
000 men. "But in 1813," General Miles 
added, "when the great exposition Is in 
full blast, there should be encamped in 
Chicago at least IflO.OdO men." This senti- 
ment was vigorously applauded. 


A Programe for the Troopf. 


General Miles continued: "The first 


few days of this grand encampment 
should be given to inspection, and this 
inspection should be made by competent 
men appointed by the president of the 
United States. After the inspection such 
manoeuvres should be gone through with 
as befits an army of America. All of this 
would constitute a grand display, but it 
would at the same time bring togethei 
100,000 citizen soldiers who could sbon 
themselves and the world what they 
would be able to do in case of war," The 
general said that the national government 
should pay the expenses. His suggestions 
were adopted. 


DecUlon In the Andover Case. 


BOSTON, Oct. 89—The Massachusetts 


supreme court has decided the celebrated 
And over herea/ case in favor ot Professor 
Smith, the alleged heretic. He was tried 
by the board of visitors, but claimed jthat 
(he-trustees should also have been on the 
trial board, they almost unanimously sap- 
porting his doctrinal idee*. The case de- 
tided by the courts was *c appeal against 
this separation of the two boards. The 
cue will now have to be retried by the 
trustees and visitor* acting together. 


LITERALLY STEAMED ALIVE. 


Man Accidentally lacked Up In a 


Stenmbox. 


BOSTON, Oct. 27.—Yesterday James E. 


Graves, aged CO, an employe of the Stand- 
ard Stave Cooperage company, East Bos- 
ton, entered the steambox, a closet 8 by 14 
feet in dimension, and was locked in by a 
man who did not know he was there. The 
steam was then turned on. Graves' cries 
for help could not be heard outside. For 
about ten minutes he suffered terrible 
agony, then n fellow-workman opened the 
door to get some staves aud Graves fell 
into his arms. Ic was found that his 
breast and arms were horribly scalded so 
that in some places the flesh was falling 
off. 
He was taken to the city hosnital, 


where it is said he cannot live.

strongly of whisky, and he had a queer 
look, as if he were drunk, and almost too 
drank to know anything. 


While the prisoners were sitting there 


waiting for their turn to come in the atten- 
tion 
of 
the 
court 
Deputy 
Sheriff 


Mldklff noticed Cooper's brother Ed go and 
sit down beside Harry. He crowded in be- 
tween Harry Cooper and Maples in rather a 
suspicious way, and the deputy sheriff 
watched him closely to see what he was 
doing. After Ed had sat there a few min- 
utes, he turned to Maples and tried to slip 
a half pint bottle of whisky to him. He 
was detected in the act, however, and 
promptly placed under arrest by Deputy 
MIdkiff. 
The 
officer 
then 
ran 
his 


hand down in Harry Cooper's side coat 
pocket and pulled out another half pint bot- 
tle that Ed had slipped there while seated 
beside his brother. 


Judge Vaii's attention was called to the 


attempt of Ed Cooper to suoply the pris- 
oners with wbiskv. He said 
"Take him 


over to jail and bring him back tomorrow " 


As the court officers had to guard the 


prisoners there. Officer Ed Leech was asked 
to take Cooper to the jail 
The officer has 


bad Cooper in charge several times before, 
and almost every time has had a struggle 
with him, so he said, "You won t get away 
from me this time, so you need not try it " 
Cooper then appeared very drunk 
He 


slouched along, as it too weak and helpless 
to stand up. At the corner of State and 
Wood streets theugh he braced up In a flash 
and made a jump to run away 
The 


officer was too quick for him, though, 
and tripped him up at the outset 
Then he 


got up and a desperate struggle ensued. 
Officer and prisoner were down and up a 
couple of times. They made tracks and 
kicked UD a dust all over the street. Then 
the policeman hit Cooper in the face a few 
times with his fist and finally brought his 
club into play across his back. Several 
smart blows were needed to convince him 
that he had to go. 


Just after Ed Cooper had been started to 


] ail the case of Harry Cooper and George 
Maples was called. They 
stood 
up. 


Cooper It was seen seemed to do so with 
difficulty. When asked if he was guilty or 
not guilty, he replied in a maudlin way 
that called the attention of everybody to 
the fact that he was drunk. Judge Vail 
noticed it as quickly as anybody and sent 
him back to jail to sober up. 


Giving whisky to prisoners is a very se- 


rious thing, as Ed Cooper will undoubtedly 
discover today. Tbe extreme penalty Is 
5500 fine and one s ear In the county jail. 
The way in which Cooper undertook to vio- 
late the law, In open court, is likely to 
make his punishment the more severe 


Who furnished Harry Cooper the whisky 


that made him drunk is a question not quite 
clear, but circumstances point strongly to 
his father, Mark Cooper. The old man 
visited Harry in jail yesterday morning 
about 11 o'clock 
He was the only one of 


his son's friends who uslted him all day 
yesterday 
Naturally it is concluded that 


he took in the whisky. He had plenty of 
chances to give it to Harry Cooper, because 
no watch was kept of his actions 
If the 


crime can be fastened on him, he will be 
able to enjoy the society of his son Ed for 
some time, and they will have nothing to 
distract their attention from each other
